To Teachers

"Key to Social Betterment i» 
in View", iSays Lecturer v ^ 

"Adolesencc Is the breeding grountl^^ 
ot our social trouble and in Its 'iSh,^ 
trea,tment lies the key to socla.I better- 
ment— .Mr. .lohn r.ewis Paton, M.A. 
(Cantahi the reiiring Hish ".Mastor -cf 
.Manc'rT'.^if-r f'.i.immar School, cndu'.l 
il. s leeture on ".\dolescnce" last even- 
ing with the above statement. 

The audience, made iip largely rjf 
icacher.i of the leading High arid 
Public Schools ot . the City, lletcned 
ro a most forceful lecture which ..ha? 
been given at McGill for some time 
past. The spfiaker comas to Canada 
on an extended vlnit of- about a year 
the invitation ot the .N"ationa!.5 
Council of Kduc-i.tion . 

He dwelt with the re-birth of the'; 
physical, mental and moral o£ the - 
Individual during the ndoleacent: 
period which cornea to a close at 
about the eighteenth year. 

The afAa of crime, alcoholism -and 
moral di.oesse .iri» usually sown at 
this stage in the life history of every 
member of the community. ' 

Under the present educational 
system, the responsibility of training 
young people at this age falls almost 
e.taet on the line between the High 
School and the University. The 
tremendous rt.iponsibility of fiotii 
ihese grades ot insiiiulipua In tlte life 
ot the community cannot be easily 
over-emphasized. Mr. Paton has had 
over thirty years teaching experience 
so he is In a position to speak '•rith 
authority. Samuel Johnson once saiti 
that the key to social betterment -i.i 
"The need ot largeness of environ- 
ment". The speaker divided "," the 
sta:ement into four classes namely^ 

(a) Large scope for expenditure- of 
energy. . 

(b) Large scope lor •Jevelupment ot 
ititereats. tlobbies. 

(c) Large social environment. 

(d) The background ot God. Build- 
ing around the health centres. 

Dr. I. A. .MacKay Dean ot the 
Facuky of Arts, president at the 
meeting and introduced the speaker, 
in summing up uie Wcture he, said. 

"1 never see a siudenc cross . the 
Threshold which iieg across the door- 
way to the dean's office but that I 
say to myself, '"Here comes another 
adolescent Caesar, crossing the Rubi- 
con to defeat oi' victory." among 
those present were ?ir Arthur Curi"c, 
Col. and Mrs. Bovey.

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WHERE MEN ACCUMULATE AND WEALTH DECAYS 



, ^ "Of all the trails that lead to nowhere, that kill ambition 
and kindle vice, the most often followed is the trail of debt. It 
behooves us all to plaj' square w-ith the whole world." 

The trail of debt is still as well beaten as it was when Young 
BS:.';Wrote the above words. True, nowadays, the lot of the debtor is | 
not the debtor's prison, nor are the creditors, as in earlier days 
able lo enslave and auction those who were unable to pay their 
ii ?: "debts. In those far-off daj's when a borrower could not discharge 
^^^«^pbligalion he went through, a little .ceremony of having the 
I^PiwordFand buckler of the freeiïnàn 'taken from him and of taking 
. up the bill and the goad emblematic of serfdom. One of the pro 
verbs of a certain veil-known and very wise kin?; who lived about 
ten centnries before our era is: "The borrower is the servant 
of .the lender." In our day, debtors who are unable to pay their 
debtsi are declared bankrupts — not a very pleasent thing to con- 
tenîplâte — and by process of law are stripped of all they possess. 
* So it Is seen that the historj' of this lamentable condition extend: 
from the very remote past down to the present. 
: . However, it is not to the verj- gross forms of indebtedness 
■for which, in the past, the unhappy culprits could be enslaved or 
imprisoned, or in the present declared bankrupts, but a milder 
form of the same condition which is the thesis of this editorial 
<, It is the practice of borrowing small sums and neglecting to pay 
pj- ' back ihcee loans, or allowing them to be outstanding for long 
-periods. ■ ' '-^^hS 

It does not seem to be the habit of men who are working 
their way partly or wholly through college, to incur debts among 
their friends which they are unable to discharge. To them money 
represents ths means cf acquiring education. It has the additional 
property of having been earned. For these reasons these men 
, know the value of money and do riot lightly fritter it away. The 
men with fairly generous allowances which should suffice for 
their;;; needs, are most likely to be the offenders. There are in- 
-nu^^rîiblé ways, centering around the proverbial trio, in w.^iich 
. these youths mayi waste their substance. 

The downv/ard path is easily found. Some friend will ''stake 
them with a couple of bucks till the end of the month." it is easy 
to put off the day of repayment and small sums are hard to- re- 
member. Small dtbts added grow just as surely in the wrong di- 
jecUon as small credits in the bank grow in the right direction. 

There is reason to believe that this condition is preventable 
by a little thought and foresight. If a man's means do not permit 
him to keep up with a prodi^^a! crowd then he should look care- 
;fully at his prospects. Coming from one of our well-known card 
•l^r.mes there is a term quite applicable to these people: "four 
Jflusher,,. In th.; v.'ords of the great Lincoln, "You can't fool all 
-r.i'hc people all the time."
